ICK MARTEL AND Tito San- 

tana, the popular high-flying 
tag team known as Strike Force, 
completed their meteoric rise to 
the top of the WWF by defeating 
Brett Hart and Jim Neidhart, The 
Hart Foundation, for the World tag 
team belts. The match took place 
before a sellout crowd at the War 
Memorial Auditorium in Syracuse, 


New York. The victory came on | 


October 27, nine months and one 
day after the Harts defeated The 
British Bulldogs for the title. 

The win was especially ironic 
for Martel, who won the match for 
Strike Force when Neidhart sub- 
mitted to a Boston crab. Back on 
December 29, 1985, Martel lost the 
AWA World heavyweight champi- 
onship when he submitted to a 
Stan Hansen Boston crab, a move 
whose counter is well-known and 
which is no longer considered and 
effective finishing maneuver. 

Strike Force was in control of 
this match from the opening bell. 
Martel and Santana like to wrestle 
at a fast pace while the Harts pre- 
fer a slower, rougher style. Martel 
used a series of aerial maneuvers 
to weaken Neidhart, and after five 
minutes had him rolled up for a 
pin. Neidhart managed to kick out, 
but Martel took him down again 
for another pin attempt. 


Tito Santana and Rick Martel—now known as Strike Force—beat The Hart Foundation on 


<t 
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October 27 to win the WWF World tag team title. Martel forced Jim Neidhart to submit with 
a Boston crab, the move which cost Martel the AWA World belt in 1985. 


Hart then ran into the ring hop- 
ing to save the title, but Santana 
joined in to even things up. Tito 
whipped “The Hitman” into the 
ropes and out of the ring, then 
joined with Martel to double-body- 
slam Neidhart. Thoroughly ex- 
hausted, “The Anvil” was in no 
position to withstand Martel’s Bos- 
ton crab. 


At press time, it appeared that 
the Harts would be granted a se- 
ries of rematches. The WWF's 
general policy to not grant fan fa- 
vorite challengers title matches 
against fan favorite champions fig- 
ures to hurt The British Bulldogs 
and The Rougeau Brothers. The Is- 
landers, who have battled Strike

Apparently, the hatred between 
the two has not cooled down, as 
Sheik attacked Slaughter when he 
entered the ring. Sheik obviously 
wanted to end the bout quickly, 
and he was relentless in his initial 
offensive. But the Sarge delivered 
a strong blow to the Sheik’s abdo- 
men and the Sheik let his guard 
down, enabling Slaughter to go to 
work on the Iranian. 

The action see-sawed back and 
forth until Sheik caught Slaughter 
in an abdominal stretch, at which 
point things did not look good at 
all for the Sergeant. After being 
immobilized in the hold for at 
least 90 seconds, Slaughter man- 
aged to break free. He caught a 
breather for a few seconds, then 
reeled the Sheik with a powerful 
clothesline. As the Sheik finally 
got to his feet, the Sarge slapped 
on his infamous Cobra Clutch 
sleeperhold. Just as the Sheik 
was about to submit, Comrade 
Busich ran in the ring and hit 
Slaughter from behind, thus earn- 
ing a disqualification from Black- 
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The Won Sheik gloats as Sgt. Slaughter lies 
nearly unconscious at the conclusion of 
their long-awaited match in Georgia. Special 
referee Jerry Blackwell disqualified the 
Sheik for outside interference.

Coliseum in Ponce, and the 
Recreation Sports Palace in Ma- 
yaguez. Four matches were held 
in each arena, while the other 
eight matches were shown on gi- 
ant screens to a total crowd of 
40,000. 

One of several main events of 
the evening was a no-disqualifica- 
tion match between Invader | and 
the hated Chicky Starr. If the In- 
vader lost the match, he would 
have to retire from wrestling, and 
if Chicky Starr lost, he would lose 
his hair. If there was no winner 
after the 15-minute time-limit had 
expired, the Invader would still 
have to retire. 

The match began with Invader 
punching Starr and trapping him 
in a small package, but he only 
received a two-count. Invader con- 
tinued with his punches and failed 
with another small package. In- 
vader then got Starr in a figure- 
four, then a sleeperhold, as the 
15-minute deadline approached. 
Starr came back and threw Invad- 
er to the ropes, but before re- 
bounding, the Invader took a for- 
eign object out of his trunks, 
placed it in his mask, and gave 
Chicky a flying headbutt to stun 
him and gain the pin. The Fantas- 
tics ran to the ring to help the 
Invader cut Chicky’s hair, accom-

Thumbs Up to Hulk Hogan. Picture the scene: “The Hulkster”’ is waiting for his 
title match against Samoan Sika when a hysterical Elizabeth appears and begs 
him to .come out to the ring. When he does, Hulk sees his bitter rival Randy 
Savage being triple-teamed by The Honky Tonk Man and The Hart Founda- 
tion—also his sworn enemies. But instead of turning his back on the scene, ‘“The 
Hulkster’”’ clears the ring and saves Savage. Afterward, the two bitter rivals 
decide to forget their differences and shake hands. It was an act worthy of a true 
champion 


Thumbs Up to Kerry Von Erich. Finally, the former NWA champion has 
returned to the ring after his long recovery from a 1986 motorcycle accident. His 
recent sparring session at Texas Stadium went well, though he was limping 
slightly as he returned to his dressing room. Kerry’s leg injury was severe, his 
rehabilitation was long and frustrating, but at this point we feel confident enough 
to say he’s made it. We look forward to his “‘official’’ return on Thanksgiving 
against Brian Adias. 


Thumbs Up to Owen Hart. The budding second-generation superstar has just 
returned from a highly successful tour of Japan, where he went undefeated while 
dazzling crowds with his unique combination of high-flying skills and gritty 
brawling. He engaged in spectacular matches with Keiji Mutoh and Tatsumi 
Fujinami, two of Japan’s best wrestlers. It was an important milestone for the 
young grappler, who now more than ever seems like the future superstar that 
everyone claims he will be. 


Thumbs Up to Sean Royal. It’s a rare breed of man who can turn down a lot of 
money in order not to forfeit personal ideals, and that’s exactly what Royal did 
when he and partner Chris Champion turned down Jim Cornette’s contract offer 
to manage them. This act of decency has earned them the racket-toting manag- 
er’s undying hatred, and they will now have to contend with The Midnight 
Express. You may Jaugh at The New Breed’s claim that they come from 
the year 2002, but Royal showed that if that is the case, guts and inteay won’t 
be out of style in the 21st century. 


Thumbs Downé 


Thumbs Down to Jerry Lawler. In a recent match with members of The 
Commission (a stable of grapplers led by ‘‘Prince’”’ Brickhouse Brown), ‘‘The 
King” learned that it’s dangerous to play with fire. The match pitted Brown, Carl 
Fergie, and Don Bass against Lawler, Steve Keirn, and Bill Dundee. Keirn was 
holding Bass when Lawler released a fireball, but Bass ducked and Keirn caught 
the fireball in the chest. Mad with pain, Keirn savagely beat up on Lawler. 
Through carelessness, “‘The King’’ has lost a friend and gained a very formidable 
enemy. 


Thumbs Down to Hiro Matsuda. The Japanese grappler was demonstrating a 
humanly unacceptable level of sadism and brutality when he refused to awaken 
referee Tommy Young from his ‘“‘Japanese sleeperhold.’”’ When Johnny Weaver 
entered the ring to save Young, Matsuda viciously attacked him and nearly put 
him to sleep. Only the timely intervention of Dusty Rhodes halted Matsuda’s 
rampage, as ‘“The American Dream’’ chased Matsuda out of the ring before 
reviving his two victims. 


Thumbs Down to Boris Zukhov. Though the Russian doesn’t have a great many 
fans, he stooped as low as a man can go when he tumed his back on Soldat 
Ustinov. Together, Zukhov and Ustinov had held the AWA World tag team title, 
but Zukhov simply abandoned his partner and left the AWA to go to the WWF. 
Sure, America is a free country, and people are free to change jobs as they wish, 
unlike in Zukhoy’s native Russia. But Americans also believe in finishing what 
they start, a quality that Zukhov, in his zealousness to take advantage of the 
country he professes to despise, clearly has chosen to ignore. 


Thumbs Down to Bobby Heenan. Once again, Heenan has shown that he’s 
ready to ignore both rules and common decency. On a recent WWF telecast, the 
crafty manager let slip that he will order members of his ‘‘family” to avoid 
tagging off to each other for as long as possible during the 10-man Survivor 
Series match. While Heenan’s strategy may have increased the odds of*one of his 
wrestlers winning the elimination tournament, it destroyed any spirit of cohesion, 
teamwork, or self-sacrifice on behalf of the teams in the tournament. Even 
cunning weasels sometimes trap themselves. O

INTRODUCING 
THE TERMINATOR 


Another promising rookie has entered the UWF. His name is The Terminator, and he has a 
secret that neither he nor his manager, Gen. Skandor Akbar, care to divulge. If it became 
known, it would embarrass one of the sport’s biggest stars! 


HE PAST 12 months have 

seen a bumper crop of rook- 
ies in the Universal Wrestling Fed- 
eration. Two newcomers, Big 
Bubba Rogers and Shane Doug- 
las, both managed to capture ti- 
tles, the UWF heavyweight and 
UWF TV titles, respectively. 

The subject of this month’s “In- 
troducing” column may have 
failed to capture any straps— 
yet—but he has earned a fear- 
some reputation that few rookies 
have ever equaled. 


Six months before Starrcade 
’87, a burst of “Chi-town heat” 
arrived in the UWF in the form of 
a mysterious man known only as 
The Terminator.

He started listening to the 
fans, and the cheers went to his 
head. But by then it was too late. 
| had molded The Terminator into 
a finely tuned instrument of de- 
struction.

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nothing more to do with him. 
Such mental discipline and dedi- 
cation to winning is rare among 
youth these days, and it was 
heartening for me to see it. That 
fact, along with Terminator’s in- 
credible physical gifts, convinces 


me that he is destined for 
greatness.”

His equally 
dark disposition confirms the fact 
that this rookie is not interested in 
winning any fashion or popularity 
contests. 

His clawhold is one of the fierc- 
est in the sport. Just ask Michael 
Hayes, among one of The Termi- 
nator’s first victims, who emerged 
dazed and bloodied from a match 
last summer. 

“| know a little bit about 
clawholds,”’ said Hayes, who has 
engaged in legendary feuds with 
the Von Erichs. “But | tell you, 
this Terminator’s claw has the po-

These sentiments were echoed 
by Tim Horner, another one of 
The Terminator’s early victims. In 
addition, Horner alleged that the 
black leather glove is loaded with 
some kind of foreign object that 
enhances its effectiveness. 

“There’s no way you can tell 
me that a normal clawhold can do 
what it did to me,” Horner said. 
“It’s obviously loaded with 
something.” 

Gordy, a former UWF heavy- 
weight champion, took a personal 
interest in stopping The Termina- 
tor before he could claim any 
more victims. The two engaged in 
a vicious feud, but there was no 
clear-cut winner. The fact that 
Gordy is now gone from the UWF 
while The Terminator remains 


shows how tough it will be to de- 
fuse this latest threat. 

Of course, The Terminator de- 
nies that any illegal actions are 
responsible for his success. 

“You just can’t give credit 
where credit is due,” he said ina 
telephone interview. ‘Gen. Akbar 
warned me about you guys, and | 
see he’s 110 percent right. Why is 
my clawhold so effective? Could 
the fact that | have 21-inch biceps 
have anything to do with it? Or 
the fact that all my opponents 
have soft heads? Tell me that, 
you desk-bound newshounds! 
Maybe I'll come up to your office 
and terminate some of you. guys 
for a change. Arghhhhh!’ 

He also flatly refused to discuss 
the rumors about his brother: “‘I 
had a brother once, but he’s not 
the one that | used to look up to. 
He’s gone soft in the head, too, 
so soft that | get disgusted just 
thinking about it. | tell people now 
that I’m an orphan, an only child. 
Now if you’ll excuse me, I’ve got 
to go out and destroy somebody.”

on some bum, like he always does, 
so I figured I’d give him a taste of 
what was coming to him at 
Starreade. Then Eddie figured he’d 
join in on the fun, and before we 
knew it Koloff was laying on the 
mat unable to move. Well, I fig- 
ured while we were in there we 
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might as well take the belt from 
him, ‘cause I was gonna get it 
soon, anyway. We had no inten- 
tion of giving it back. 


: But he got it back anyway, 


That was a mistake on my part, a 
rare mistake, but I thought it 
might be fun to show Koloff what 
I had. I should have kept the belt 
under wraps instead of parading it 
in front of his face. 


: That was in New Orleans when 


Dusty Rhodes and Nikita beat the 
stuffings out of you and Gilbert 
and got the belt back. 

A sneak-attack on their part, and 
very unsportsmanlike, I might add. 
It really doesn’t matter, though, 
because I’ll have no trouble beating 
Koloff at Starreade. He doesn’t 
stand a chance. 


: I must give you credit for one 


thing: You’re the only person who 
can make The Four Horsemen 
agree with Dusty Rhodes and 
Nikita Koloff. This is more than a 
TV title unification match; it’s 
more like a feud between NWA 
and the UWF. Even Ric Flair, an 
archenemy of Koloff’s, has said 
that he’s rooting for Nikita, and 
that’s really something. 


: It says something about Flair. It 


shows how insecure he is, which he 
should be now that he lost the 
NWA so-called World champion- 
ship to that prelim bum Ronnie 
Garvin. I’m glad you brought up 
Flair, because I have something to

fps Sie Se aes HAS been interviewed here and in The Westler’s sister publications 
many times, but you can forget all about those conversations. The Terry Taylor we’re 
seeing and hearing from now is a totally different person. 

No longer does he rely solely on his considerable scientific wrestling abilities to get the job 
done. No longer does he treat the fans like they’re his best friends. He has lost all respect for 
the rules of the sport, the men who enforce them, and the tradition they uphold, Taylor is a 

new man. 

In this case, new isn’t necessarily better, He’s aligned himself with Eddie Gilbert and Dick 
Murdoch, ‘The First Family of Wrestling.’’ He’s broken the rules, sneak-attacked oppo- 
nents, brutalized innocent photographers, and conspired with Gilbert to steal Nikita Koloff’s 
NWA TV belt. 

Taylor, the UWF TV champion, stepped into the national spotlight recently when he chal- 
lenged Koloff to a UWF-NWA TY title unification match. Their scheduled clash at Starreade 
on Thanksgiving was not only one of the most anticipated matches of that annual extrava- 
ganza, but also unified NWA stars against UWF grapplers. The Wrestler Senior Editor Bill 
Apter spoke with Taylor about this and other timely topics in an exclusive interview. 


Taylor picks Chris Adams up off the arena floor. Taylor was one of the most well-liked men 
in the sport until he turned on Adams and others who trusted him. Now Taylor can justify 
actions like beating up on photographers. 
from Garvin, would you challenge 
him to a match? 

: Well, it only seems fair that if I’m 
the TV champion of both federa- 
tions and he’s the World heavy- 
weight champion, I should get a 
title shot. Of course, you have to 
figure that Flair’ll probably dodge 
me just like he’s dodged every oth- 


say about him: His career is over.

He thinks he can beat me 
with one hand tied behind his 
back? Well, he’s out of his mind, 
because I’m on the rise and he’s 
had it:

er contender. It’s really a shame 
that he’s fallen to this level, be- 
cause in his prime, a Taylor-Flair 
match would’ve been great. These 
days it’s just a mismatch. 

Q: You certainly are a different man 
from the Terry Taylor I knew just 
about a year ago. How can one 
man change so much in a year? 

A: Ah, that’s where you’re wrong, 
Bill. I haven’t changed, I’ve just 
adapted to my surroundings. Look 
at what happened to me over the 
past year or so. I had the UWF tag 
belts with Hacksaw Duggan, but 
he deserted me. How the heck did 
he have the nerve to get involved in 
a loser-leave-town match against 
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One Man Gang when he knew that 
there’d be other people affected if 
he left? The least the UWF 
could’ve done was give me the 
chance to pick another partner. Let 
me tell you, it wouldn’t have been 
Adams. The only reason I teamed 
with him the night of the title tour- 
nament was because I saw him as 
my last chance to get back what 
had been stolen from me. Thanks 
to my outstanding wrestling, I 
succeeded. 


: Your partnership with Adams 


didn’t quite work out, did it? 
Looking back, I think, it was 
doomed from the start. 


: Yes, doomed because Adams 


couldn’t be trusted. Listen, I’ve 
talked about this a million times. 
Adams was a changed man after 
he got out of jail. He couldn’t be 
trusted, therefore he didn’t trust 
anyone. He just figured everybody 
else was like himself. How about 
that night I missed my plane con- 
nection and was late for the 
match? I still got there in time to 
save his hide, but what does he 
do? He publicly gets on my case 
for being late. We could’ve settled 
that whole thing in private, but he 
had to open his big mouth. Then 
that night we lost the title, I cer- 
tainly didn’t kick his foot off the 
ropes on purpose when that turn- 
coat Sting pinned him, but there 
was no convincing him. That’s why 
I’m glad I’m with Eddie now. I 
can trust him. 


: You might be the only person in 


the world who does trust Eddie 
Gilbert. Even his father doesn’t 
trust him. 


: Tommy Gilbert? You know, it’s 


really a shame when a father dis- 
graces his son the way Tommy Gil- 
bert has. He’s just turned his back 
on Eddie in every possible situa- 
tion. Eddie has become a great star 
in this sport, but Tommy refuses to 
acknowledge the accomplishments 
of his son. But back to what we 
were talking about, I started to re- 
alize that I was getting nowhere by 
pandering to the fans and you re- 
porters. I had all this wrestling 
ability, but I wasn’t where I 
should’ve been because I refused to 
mix it up a little, I refused to 
stretch the rules. The time came 
for me to become more than a 
one-dimensional wrestler. The 
goody-two-shoes in this sport never 
get anywhere. 


: Yes, such as Bob Backlund, Rick 


Steamboat, Ronnie Garvin... 


: That’s right. Backlund is out of 


wrestling because he couldn’t 
adapt. He was a one-dimensional 
scientific wrestler. And Steamboat, 
what’s he doing now? Last I heard 
he was babysitting. And Ronnie

VER SINCE JUNE 4, 1986, the 

day that he suffered serious in- 
juries in a motorcycle accident near 
his home town of Denton, Texas, 
Kerry Von Erich vowed that he 
would one day return to the ring. 
He swore that he would overcome 
the seemingly impossible odds, doc- 
tors’ predictions, and his own body 
to make a victorious return. 
’ Kerry tried to fulfill his vow last 
February, but his return was a one- 
time affair. A match against Von 
Erich family archrival Brian Adias 
turned into disaster as Kerry 
rebroke a bone in his heel and was 
forced to the sidelines once again. 
Months later, Kerry admitted he 
made a mistake by returning so 
soon. But, he explained, “I had to 
do it. | had to get Adias.” 

So why should this latest come- 
back be any different? Who can be 
so sure that when he meets Adias 
again on Thanksgiving at Dallas’ 
Reunion Arena—Kerry Comeback 
II—we won't see a repeat of last 
February’s fiasco, when Kerry spent 
most of the match limping around 
the ring like a three-legged dog? Do 
we really know that Kerry is ready 
for a comeback? 

No. We don't know. 

We do know, however, what 
Von Erich family doctors said about 
Kerry’s injuries back in June 1986: 

“It is indeed possible that Kerry 
will walk with a limp for the rest of 
his life and quite probable that his 
wrestling skills will be limited.” 

_ We also know what Kerry said 
just a month before his planned 
Thanksgiving return: 

“We're back, full steam ahead. 
I'm back now better than I was 
before. When you love wrestling as 
much as I do, when somebody says 
you can't do it, you come back and 
do it.” : 

But there’s more tangible evi- 
dence that gives reason for concern 
about Kerry's comeback. 

On October 17 at The Cotton 
Bowl in Dallas, Kerry had a spar- 
ring workout with three opponents: 
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Kerry spars with Frank Lancaster at The Cotton Bowl in Dallas (above). Instead of sparring 
like he was supposed to, Killer Brooks attacks Kerry, at Brian Adias’ request (below). Adias 
has the most to lose from a Kerry comeback. Despite Kerry’s long absence from the ring, 
their feud has raged on. 


Matt Borne, Frankie Lancaster, and 
Killer Brooks. After two uneventful 
minutes with both Lancaster and 
Borne, Kerry had his hands full 
with Brooks. Under orders from 
Adias, Brooks tried to pummel Ker- 
ry. Von Erich battled back to hold 
off Brooks and sent Adias flying 
with a discus punch. Then Kerry 
was attacked by Adias as he re- 
turned to the dressing room. The 
two men had to be pulled apart by 
several wrestlers. 

This only proved that the Kerry- 
Adias feud has not simmered down 
any in the weeks awaiting Kerry’s 
comeback. But the report of The 
Wrestler Dallas correspondent An- 
drew Ray is worth paying attention 
to. “Kerry looked fine walking to 
the ring, but late in the third ses- 
sion and as he was walking back to 
the dressing room, Kerry was limp- 
ing noticeably,” reported Ray. “If 
that’s how his ankle is going to re- 
spond to just five or six minutes in 
the ring, he might be risking severe 
injury by returning.” 

Most of the concern over Kerry 
centers around his right ankle; the 
dislocated hip and lacerated right 
knee he suffered in the accident are 
virtually back to normal. Days after 
the accident, doctors operated for 
over 15 hours to take a portion of 
muscle from his back and graft it to 
his right foot. Microscopic surgery 
was done to reestablish the blood 
vessels for proper circulation, then 
skin was taken from the hip and 
grafted over the wound. Prior to 
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the micro-surgery, doctors feared 
that they might have to amputate 
Kerry's right foot because circula- 
tion was cut off. 

But that wasn’t the end of Ker- 
ry's problems with his right ankle. 
This past summer, 11 doctors were 
called in to Baylor Medical Center 
to perform a bone fusion on the 
ankle. “What they did was fuse two 
bones in the ankle together,” ex- 
plained Kerry. “We had doctors 
come in from all over the world for 
the surgery.” 

Kerry does not deny limping af- 
ter the Cotton Bow! workout, but 
he claims that the ankle wasn’t the 
cause. “It was my knee that both- 
ered me,” Kerry said. “A long time 
ago, | was wrestling Ric Flair a lot 
and his figure-four leglock messed 
up my knee real bad. That, com- 
bined with all the years I played 
football and when | threw the dis- 
cus, beat up my knee real bad. 
What happened now is the muscles 
are still weak around that knee 


from taking a year-and-a-half off. 
Once | start getting more active, it 
shouldn't be any problem. As for 
my right ankle, it feels no different 
than the other one.” 

Whether the ankle holds up un- 
der the pressure of nightly competi- 
tion remains to be seen. Kerry 
claims that Tony Dorsett, star run- 
ning back of the Dallas Cowboys 
football team, also has a fused an- 
kle. “It’s pretty common surgery for 
athletes,” says Kerry. Dorsett, how- 
ever, did not undergo microsurgery 
and was never in danger of having 
his right foot amputated. He also 
didn’t sit out nearly a year-and-a- 
half. And he didn’t have an at- 
tempted comeback curtailed along 
the way. 

Kerry Von Erich has already 
overcome the odds by making a 
remarkable recovery from the acci- 
dent. Through perseverance and 
dedication, he has reached the 
point where an attempted come- 
back is feasible. Still, the tragic re- 
cent history of his family is enough 
to make anyone nervous whenever 
a Von Erich attempts something 
risky. Coming back to such a chal- 
lenging sport after 18 months on 
the sidelines is not easy. 

It becomes even tougher when 
one considers that Adias, Al Perez, 
and others are waiting in the wings, 
ready to put Kerry back on the 
disabled list. Soon, we will know 
whether Kerry’s comeback is a mir- 
acle or mistake. Right now, we 
only know the price he might have 
to pay. 0D

HAT JIM CORNETTE wants, 

Jim Cornette usually gets— 
except in the case of Sean Royal 
and The New Breed. Royal gained 
the wrestling world’s* admiration 
when he declined Cornette’s offer 
to place himself and fellow New 
Breeder Chris Champion under the 
racket-toting manager's exclusive 
guidance. 

But now The New Breed are pay- 
ing the price for their choice. They 
find themselves locked in a life-or- 
death struggle with Stan Lane and 
Bobby Eaton as the consequence 
for bruising Cornette’s vast ego. 

The feud has been violent and 
vicious, and has raged in arenas 
from coast to coast. To compre- 
hend the depth of Cornette’s hatred 
for The New Breed, one must un- 
derstand what he lost when Royal 
turned him down. 

Royal had been wrestling singles 
matches to keep in fighting trim

abruptly turned him down. 


until his partner, Chris Champion, 
could return from injuries suffered 
in a car crash in May. 

At that time, The New Breed had 
established themselves as a force 
to be reckoned with in the NWA. 
Their claim to be from the year 
2002 may have confused writers 
and fans alike, but their claims to 
represent the future of tag team 
, wrestling are taken seriously by ev- 
eryone. Champion and Royal are 
both young, in excellent physical 
shape, and show 21st century-cali- 
ber teamwork and scientific knowl- 
edge in the ring. 

No surprise, then, that Jim Corn- 
ette would be interested in manag- 
ing them. His Midnight Express did 
manage to capture the U.S. tag 
team title shortly after Stan Lane 
replaced Dennis Condrey, but they 
have failed in their attempts to cap- 
ture the big prize—the NWA World 
tag team title. And the Express 
have been involved in feuds with 
such formidable and varied opposi- 
tion as The Road Warriors, The Su- 
perpowers, and The Rock ’n’ Roll 
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Cornette 
thought The New Breed would jump at the chance 
to be managed by him and was shocked when they 


Express. 

The New Breed must have 
seemed just the ticket for Cornette 
to cement his hold on tag team 
wrestling. Signing Champion and 
Royal would give him a stable that 
would rival The Four Horsemen in 
power and versatility. So, at sum- 


mer’s end, with Champion sched- 
uled to return to the ring in Octo- 
ber, the manager stepped up his 
efforts to close the deal. 

But Cornette misplayed his at- 
tempt to win over The New Breed 
by being too forceful. Spoiled by 
past successes, he probably figured 


that all he would have to do was 
flash his checkbook and sign The 
New Breed into their first match. 
After all, a similar approach 
brought Stan Lane and Big Bubba 
Rogers into Cornette’s camp. Even 
those wrestlers who dislike Cornette 
and hold him in low esteem as a 
manager would have to think twice 
when offered a contract sweetened 
by Mama _ Cornette’s ample 
treasury. 

The strategy ignored the 
Breed’s—er—eccentric view of the 
world. 

“All Cornette wanted to talk 
about waS money, money, and 
money,’’ said Royal. ‘‘What he fails 
to realize is that by the year 2002, 
society will have transcended such 
inefficient economic practices. Ex- 
pecting Chris and | to go back to 
such a crude system of material 
gratification would be like asking 
present-day society to go back to 
horses and buggies. Our attitudes 
toward the sport are based on far 
more than simple financial gain. 

“Additionally, there was no men- 
tion of title shots,’’ Royal contin- 
ued. ‘‘Obviously, we would have 
been expected to play second fid- 
dle to the Midnights. And while 
we've yet to end their existence on 
this segment of the space-time 
continuum, we've proven that we 
are superior in all forms of wres- 
tling ‘tactics.”’ 

Cornette also failed to perceive 
The New Breed’s growing change 
in attitude. The highly successful 
double-teaming tactics that charac- 
terized their early matches together 
earned them a rap as rulebreakers, 
although Royal has always refused 
to accept what he calls ‘‘outdated, 
irrelevant, and obsolete value judg- 
-ments from fans and writers who 
lag behind on the evolutionary 
scale.”’ 

But the sport’s observers have al- 
ways valued The New Breed’s ex- 
plosive and exciting ring style. And 
when this energy was channeled 
against the hated Midnights, the 
fans quickly rallied to their support. 


“Well, it was a little gratifying to 
see the public take such a quan- 
tum leap forward in so short a 
time,’’ Royal said. ‘‘Perhaps our re- 
turning to the ring has accelerated 
a heightening of the collective 
consciousness.”’ 

Cornette refused to give his side 
of his past business dealings with 
The New Breed, though he did talk 
at great length about his future in- 
tentions toward them: 

“The New Breed is a dying 
breed, daddy, make no mistake 
about it. Those two space cadets 
forgot one very important fact while 
they were busy losing their minds: 
In wrestling, you're either for me or 
you're against me. If they want to

refuse the money, power, glory, and 
riches that come with working for 
me, then they’re not only stupid, 
brother, but they’re marked men.

Cornette and The Midnight Express.

This particular critic is exaggerat- 
ing. Not “everyone” thought the 
Hulk-Andre confrontation wasn’t one 
of the greatest matches ever. But 
enough did for the bout to merit 


closer examination. 


The hype was unbeatable—and 
unbearable. Not since the legendary 
Don Leo Jonathan-Killer Kowalski 
wars two decades earlier had a battle 
between giants so intrigued the pub- 
lic. Hogan, the world’s most popular 
wrestler and, arguably, the sport's 
greatest champion, squaring off 


against Andre the Giant, more myth 
than man since the moment he 
stepped into the ring 23 years ago. 
Andre had never before received a 
WWE title shot and, in order to ob- 
tain a title match, had forsaken his 
legions of fans and taken up with

always been, and will always be, the 
NWA World champion. Even though 
other wrestlers have at times held the 
belt, “The Nature Boy’’ considers him- 
self the only man who can do justice 
to the title, both inside and outside the 
ring. 

Forget Harley Race, Kerry Von 
Erich, Dusty Rhodes, and Ronnie Gar- 
vin. To Flair, his losses to these men 
were nothing but slight blemishes on 
an otherwise glorious record, blemishes 
that had to be removed much as one 
would brush away specks of dirt from 
a clean white suit. That attitude down- 
plays the almost superhuman efforts 
Flair has made against each opponent 
to regain the belt. 

When the invitation to spend a day 
with Flair in Charlotte, North Caroli- 
na, was extended to the offices of The 
Wrestler, Assistant Editor Gian Trotta 
threw caution (and other projects) to 
the wind and asked to go. Flair always 
makes for good copy, but this was a

rare chance to see the man in a most 
unusual state—without the NWA 
World belt. 

Would some of his natural bravado 
be missing, toned down by his Septem- 
ber 25 loss to Ronnie Garvin? Or 
would Flair be his vintage self? The 
following story shows a man obsessed 
with regaining something he considers 
exclusively his own. 


HE LIMOUSINE THAT rolled 

up to the arrivals area at the air- 
port was black, so black that I could 
see my reflection in the door. After 
what seemed an eternity, the rear door 
was thrown open to reveal the unmis- 
takable visage of Ric Flair. 

“Quick and slick now, into the 
car,” was his greeting. But it was too 
late. A fellow traveler, also waiting for 
a limousine, saw Flair and quickly 
asked him to autograph his copy of 
The Wall Street Journal. 

“Sure,” Flair replied as he looked 
for a clear spot on the paper’s mast- 
head. ‘‘I’m just sorry I can’t give you 
any stock tips. I got out of the market 
and into bonds, mutual funds, and real 
estate two months ago.’ Suddenly, 
Flair’s entire nature changed. ‘‘Sorry,”’ 
he replied handing back the paper,

“When I saw what he was wear- 
ing,’ said World champion Curt 
Hennig, “I pinched myself, think- 
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ing I was dreaming. Here’s this 
guy about to wrestle the biggest: 
match of his life and he looks like 
he just spent the morning in the 
beauty parlor and the afternoon 
getting fitted for clothes by 
Liberace’s tailor! I almost couldn’t

wrestle, I wanted to laugh so hard. 
Here I am, ready to defend my 
belt, and there’s a man dressed 
like a woman standing on the oth- 
er side of the ring. 

“And you know what?” added 
Hennig. “As it turns out, the boy’s 
not a bad wrestler. His style re- 
minds me a little of myself before I 
tured the comer to greatness. 
The problem is that Jarrett’s just 
that: a litle boy. The promoter’s 
son is nothing more than daddy’s 
litle boy. Jerry Jarrett couldn't 
tough it out, and neither can his 
son. That’s another difference be- 
tween me and Jarrett: My father 
was a real man.” 

_ Hennig was being arrogant as 
usual, but there was some truth to 
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what he said. Jeff Jarrett, the Mid- 
America heavyweight champion, 
is a fine scientific wrestler and an 
up-and-coming star, but he’s only 
200 pounds; compared to the 235- 
pound Hennig (who is not a giant 
by any means!), Jarrett does look 
like a little boy. His style of dress 
might drive the female fans wild, 
but it does nothing to intimidate a 
formidable opponent such as 
Hennig. And not only does Jarrett 
lack the looks of a killer, he lacks 
the killer instinct. 

“Nothing, an absolute zero in 
the guts department,” said Hennig. 
“He desperately needs somebody 
to whip him into shape and teach 
him a lesson. I think I can make a 
man out of Jarrett, but first he’s 


gonna have to endure some pun- 
ishment in the ring. It takes a few 
battle scars to get that fire in your 
eyes.” 

Hennig was admittedly im- 
pressed with certain aspects of 
Jarrett’s repertoire during their Oc- 
tober 5 match at Memphis’ Mid- 
South Coliseum. Jarrett had Hennig 
on the run following a series of 
armdrags and takedowns; he even 
had the World champion flat on 
the mat for a pin at one point but 
couldn’t get the three-count. 

Experience, guts, and a willing- 
ness to stretch the mules in his fa- 
vor finally tured the match for 
Hennig. Not afraid to use a 
chokehold or two, and more than 
willing to hurt his rival, Hennig fi- 


nally scored the pin by illegally 
grabbing onto Jarrett’s trunks 
when the referee wasn’t looking. 
“Just a little improvising,’ Hennig 
cracked afterward. 

Jarrett was satisfied with his per- 
formance and thought he could 
have beaten Hennig. “I was just 
this much away from beating him 
tonight,” said Jarrett, holding his 
thumb and index finger a fraction 
of an inch apart. “I don’t think 


you're gonna find too many guys 
who won the title in their first at- 


tempt—let’s face it, it took Hennig 
months before he could beat Nick 
Bockwinkel—so I’m not discour- 
aged. I’m gonna keep on trying.” 

But will he keep on shaking 
hands with his opponent before a 
match? Will he continue to rely on 
his scientific ability without mixing 
in some of the brawling tech- 
niques so necessary for success in 
professional wrestling? These 
techniques might work against 
some of the lesser lights in the 
Mid-Southem area, but they don’t 
quite cut it against a world 
champion. 

“You know, I was the same way 
once,” admitted Hennig. “I knew 
all these scientific moves and I 
could execute them perfectly, but

I never broke the rules and I nev- 
er resorted to what they call 
punching and kicking. I had this 
wimp of a teammate, Greg Gagne, 
who felt the same way and it got 
me nowhere. People used to 
come up to me and say, ‘Curt, 
your father was one of the tough- 
est men in wrestling history. What 
happened to you?’ Meanwhile, 
there I was getting all these 
matches against Bockwinkel for 
the title but never breaking a sin- 
gle mie or really trying to tear 
apart an opponent. 

“Let me tell you this,’ Hennig 
continued. “In pro wrestling, your 
opponent will tear you apart if you 
give him the chance. This is a bru- 
tal sport, not the sweet science 
you reporters pretend it to be, and 
you just have to get down in the 
trenches once in a while and slug 
it out. The men in this sport are 
big and strong; these amateur 
wrestling moves don’t always cut 
it. Fortunately, I had my father and 
Larry Zbyszko to show me the 
way. 

“The thing is, I’m not sure who’s 
gonna show Jarrett the way,” he 
said. “He has this selfrighteous at- 
titude, undoubtedly brought on by 
his daddy, and I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if he’s only getting these 
title shots because of his daddy. A 
guy like Jarrett never wears you 
down, and you always have to be 
in just the right position for him to 
execute his moves. He should 
bulk up, start lifting some weights, 
maybe learn how to throw a 


closed-fist punch, and start study- 
ing the mlebook so he knows 
what he can get away with. 

“Maybe I taught him a lesson 
tonight. Can you believe he tied 
to shake hands with me before the 
match? I was gonna twist his hand 
off, but I decided to give him a 
break. But he’s not gonna get too 
many more breaks. There isn’t 
much room in this sport for a 200- 
pound amateur wrestler. What I 
say is the truth because I speak 
from experience.”

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Goodbye, Florida—hello, Stampede! There’s a major change 
on our ratings pages this month. By now, you may have 
noticed tnat the Florida ratings are gone and have been 
replaced by a top 10 for Stampede Wrestling. This change 
came about for a very good reason: After nearly 40 years in 
the business, Championship Wrestling from Florida no long- 
er exists. ‘ 

CWF was associated with the Nation- 
al Wrestling Alliance, and its various 
champions often received shots at the 
NWA World heavyweight and tag team 
champions. Little more than 10 years 
ago, Dusty Rhodes was one of the hot- 
test wrestlers in the country, and CWF 
rode along on his wave of popularity. 

iy | CWF was the home of legendary an- 

nouncer Gordon Solie and has also 
Dory Funk Jr, been home to such stars as Eddie Gra- 
ham, Buddy Colt, Bobby Shane, Bugsy McGraw, Terry Funk, 
Dory Funk Jr., Jack and Jerry Brisco, Barry Windham, Kevin 
Sullivan, and Lex Luger. 

Despite its association with the NWA, CWF operated its 
own shows in Florida. The NWA World champion would 
occasionally wrestle the Florida or Southern titlist on cards in 
Tampa, Daytona Beach, Lakeland, Orlando, and other CWF 
strongholds, but the shows were generally filled with talent 
exclusive to the Florida area. In the past year, however, Jim 
Crockett Promotions took over CWF and began sending 
more World Championship Wrestling talent down to Florida. 
Eventually, the difference between WCW and CWF became 
minute; finally, CWF offices were shut down. 

Crockett Promotions will continue to run shows in Florida. 
Mike Rotundo is still the Florida champion; Steve Keirn and 
Mike Graham, who recently won the belts from The Mighty 
Yankees, are still the Florida tag team champions. These belts 
will now be challenged for by all NWA wrestlers. 

The decision to boost Stampede Wrestling into a perma- 
nent ratings spot was rather easy. Operating out of Calgary 
in the Canadian province of Alberta, Stampede is one of the 
fastest growing promotions in the sport. Stampede North 
American Champion Owen Hart is just one several promis- 
ing young wrestlers competing in the Stampede area. And 
the editors of The Wrestler felt it was time for Canadian 
representation in our ratings. 

“A lot of fans in the United States don’t realize how 
popular wrestling is in Canada,” said Senior Editor Bill Apter, 
“but it's probably as popular there as it is here. Remember, 
they drew 72,000 fans for that show in Toronto last year, and 
the gates are consistently high in Montreal, 


Toronto, and western Canada. The WWF has a pretty solid 
hold on eastern Canada, but Stampede is really big in the 
Canadian Rockies. Some of the greatest stars in wrestling, 
such as The British Bulldogs and Brett Hart got their start in 
Stampede. Wayne Farris, now known as The Honky Tonk 
Man, was wrestling there before he came to the WWF.” 

There are two other belts recognized by Stampede: the 
British Commonwealth championship, currently held by 
Gama Singh, and the International tag team title, which is 
presently vacant (but was most recently held by Bruce Hart 
and Brian Pillman). The British Commonwealth champion will 
receive an automatic number one rating behind the Stam- 
pede North American champion. With its emergence in our 
ratings, you can expect to see a lot more coverage of Stam- 
pede in the pages of The Wrestler and its sister publications 
in the months to come. 


It’s the wild Wild West! This month, one of the newer 
federations in the United States takes center stage in our 
revolving ratings category. The Wild West Wrestling Federa- 
tion, which operates out Dallas-Ft. Worth, Texas, and holds 
most of its shows at Billy Bob’s in Ft. Worth, makes its first 
appearance in our ratings.

On the same card, Ted DiBiase 
was scheduled to wrestle Brutus 
Beefcake, but could not because of 
an injured right knee. Instead, Di- 
Biase stood at ringside with a cane 
while his bodyguard, Virgil, wres- 
tled Beefcake. The extent of DiBi- 
ase’s injury is unknown, but it 
could hurt him in his upcoming 
title matches against World cham- 
pion Hulk Hogan. 

Larry Zbyszko, the sadistic mad- 
man who has haunted both the 
WWF and the AWA during his in- 
famous career, was getting ready 
to move on to the UWF as of press 
time. Zbyszko is hoping for a shot 
at UWF heavyweight champion 
Steve “Dr. Death” Williams. “Yeah, 
I've heard about Zbyszko,” said 
Doc after a training session for his 
Starrcade battle against Western 
States champion Barry Windham. 
“I’ve heard about how he tumed 
on Bruno Sammartino and how he 
almost killed Nick Bockwinkel, but 
let’s see what he can do against 
me. Would I grant him a title shot? 
Damned right I would! ‘Dr. Death’ 
doesn’t back down from anyone!” 

Marty Jannetty and Shawn Mi- 
chaels, The Midnight Rockers, de- 
feated The RPMs in Memphis for 
the AWA Southem tag team belts. 
This could put them in a position 
to regain the AWA World tag title 
they held last year, an ironic situa- 
tion because the Rockers left the 
AWA shortly after losing the belts 
to Boris Zukhov and Stanislaus 
Ustinov. The reason: The Russians 
refused to give them a rematch. 
The Rockers then spent a few 
weeks in the WWF before moving 
on to the Continental area. They 
arrived in the Mid-Southem area in 
early October. 

Tom Pritchard defeated Tony 
Anthony for the Alabama title on 
October 26 in Birmingham. The

Bullet was at ringside for Pritchard 
and tripped Anthony, setting up 
the pin... The AWA will hold a 
tournament for the vacant AWA 
Women’s title on November 28 in 
Las Vegas. Medusa Micelli is the 
favorite to win the belt last held by 
WWF women’s champion Sherri 
Martel ... Bobby Jaggers won the 
tournament for the vacant AWA

cated the belt to defend the AWA 
World tag title he won with Bill 
Dundee. 

Nelson Royal has been named 
the new NWA junior heavyweight 
champion. The title had been held 
up following a match between 
Royal and former champ Lazor- 
Tron. Lazor-Tron has left the area 
... Mighty Wilbur has tumed on 
manager Paul Jones. When Wilbur 
refused to stomp his opponent af- 
ter a match in Shelby, South Caro- 
lina, Jones hit him with his riding 
crop. Wilbur then whipped Jones 
into the ropes and hammered him 
into the canvas ... Dino Ventura 
and Greg Gillis, known as The Rock 
'n’ Roll Rebels, are after the Cen- 
tral States tag belts held by The 
Batten Twins. Ventura and Gillis 
were tag champions in Canada’s 
Grand Prix Federation. 

The World Class Board of Direc- 
tors decided that Kerry Von Erich 
illegally interfered in Kevin Von 
Erich’s victory over Al Perez at The 


Cotton Bowl in Dallas on October 


17 and has given the belt back to 
Perez. Kerry and Fritz Von Erich 
were at ringside for Kevin while 
manager Gary Hart and Brian 
Adias were there for Perez. During 
the match, Fritz got into a fight 
with Hart and Adias. Perez stuck 
his head outside the ring to help 
Hart but was leveled by Kerry’s 
discus punch from the ring floor. 
Kevin then bodypressed a stunned 
Perez for the win. Kevin did not 
dispute the validity of the WCCW 
decision, but vowed that he would 
regain the belt from Perez. 
Former wrestler Maurice “Mad 
Dog” Vachon was seriously injured

and that’s where we’re going 

Our first stop was an ultra-modern 
health club, which Flair opened with 
his own key. All was eerily quiet in- 
side; the faint smell of sweat and anti- 
septic was our only companion. 

“JT like to work out in private,” 
Flair said, “‘and it’s a privilege I.don’t 
mind paying for.” 

One hour of stationary bicycle. Thir- 
ty minutes on the stair treadmill. One 
hundred laps in the Olympic-sized 
pool. Even in the water, I could hear 
him repeating the faint cry, “Nothing 

.. nothing,’ as if to press himself 
harder in his training regimen, 

“Now I’m ready to start working 
out,” Flair said. 

In the weight room, Flair kept up 
the frenetic pace.

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Andre sends Hogan across the ring. Even though Andre was terribly out of shape, their 
WrestleMania Ill matchup was one of the most eagerly anticipated ever. They could face 
each other again at The Survivor Series, or even Wrestlemania IV. 


Bobby ‘The Brain” Heenan. 

It was the perfect promotion, the 
quintessential tussle between men 
literally and figuratively larger than 
life. Except for one detail: Andre was 
not the giant he was 20, 15, or even 
five years ago. The effects of gravity 
had taken their toll on his massive 
frame. He was heavy, misshapen, 
and slow. He wrestled on memory, 
his abilities having long since erod- 
ed. Although he gave Hogan difficul- 
ty in the beginning of the match, he 
could not sustain his effort through- 
out the entire bout. He grew tired 
and weak. In the end he was easy 
pickings for the WWF champ. And 
although this may have been his 


greatest victory, it was not Hulk Ho- 
gan’s toughest match. Any one of 
the 93,000 fans in attendance would 
attest to that. 

“Andre was an embarrassment out 
there,” claims another critic. “He 
could barely move. But he sells tick- 
ets. Even after all these years, every- 
one wants to still see him. As long 
as he keeps bringing them in, the 
promoters will promote him with en- 
thusiasm, like he’s an up-and-coming 
young superstar. It’s a shame. There 
are so many more fascinating match- 
ups than Andre the Giant vs. Hulk 
Hogan.”

what matchups would be of more 
interest. The editors of The Wrestler 
could think of several (Bam Bam 
BigelowHogan, Ted DiBiase-Randy 
Savage, The Hart Foundation vs. Ho- 
gan & Savage), but none that would 
send the general public into_the tick- 
et-buying frenzy seen at WrestleMa- 
nia III. 

Then there is the group, led by 
Bobby Heenan, Andre the Giant, 
and the WWF promoters who cling 
to the contention that Andre is as 
good as ever. “Better than ever,” 
one says. “People don’t understand 
Andre’s power. A glancing blow of 
his is the equivalent of one of Ho- 


gan’s thundering smashes. Andre is 
by far the strongest man to ever 
wrestle. His condition is good 
enough to last the time needed for 
him to beat Hogan.
